Comment. 


Births  and.  Birth  Rate . 


The  total  number  of  births  in  the  Borough  remains  at  the  high 
level  which  has  been  shorn  over  the  last  5 years,  and  even  when  using 
the  comparability  factor  to  amend  the  figure  in  view  of  the  unusual 
distribution  of  age  groups  of  the  population,  it  still  remains  at  Just 
over  20  per  1,000  population  compared  with  15*6  for  the  rest  of  the 
United  Kingdom.  Figures  like  these  are  only  found  in  places  where 
there  is  a high  proportion  of  younger  people  in  the  population  and 
most  of  those  comparable  in  the  United  Kingdom  are  found  in  the  New 
Towns  around  London  and  in  the  North, 


Stillbirths  and  Jnfant  Mortality. 


The  stillbirth  figure  remains  as  in  previous  years  but  a 
considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths  has  occurred 
in  the  past  year,  there  being  only  in  fact  2 such  deaths  and  these 
both  occurred  in  premature  infants  on  the  day  of  their  birth;  in  fact 
no  infant  deaths  occurred  in  any  of  the  children  between  2 days  and 
1 year  old. 
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Deaths  and  Death  Rate, 


The  crude  annual  death  rate  remained  extremely  high,  but  the 
Registrar  General  gives  a very  remarkable  comparability  factor  to  allow 
for  the  unusual  population  structure  and  this  figure  applied  to  the  crude 
rate  produces  an  amended  ra.te  slightly  less  than  that  for  the  United 
Kingdom,  These  comparability  figures  take  into  account  the  different 
numbers  of  people  in  each  group  in  the  population.  That  for  the  birth 
rate  is  obviously  connected  with  the  number  of  married  women  of  child 
bearing  age  in  the  population  and  equally  obviously  is  also  affected  by 
the  number  of  children  and  by  the  number  of  elderly  people,  whereas  the 
factor  produced  for  deaths  is  not  connected  with  marriage  or  fertility, 
but  is  more  closely  connected  with  old  age.  Hence  the  comparability 
fa.ctor  for  births  and  deaths  ere  different;  in  the  Borough  the  f, actor  for 
births  is  0,94-  which  tends  to  reduce  the  birth  rate  a little  and  is 
presumed  to  indicate  some  excess  of  young  married  women  in  the  population, 
whereas  the  factor  for  deaths  0,58  indicates  a very  high  proportion  of 
elderly  people  end  therefore  reduces  the  overall  death  rate  to  quite  a 
sensible  figure  when  applied  to  it.  It  does  seem  therefore,  when  as  many 
factors  as  possible  have  been  taken  into  consideration  it  still  remains 
true  that  the  Borough  lias  a high  birth  rate  and  an  average  death  rate. 

By  far  and  away  the  commonest  cause  of  death  was  heart  Gisea.se  of  one  sort 
or  another,  total  dea.ths  from  this  cause  being  78  which  is  slightly  below 
last  year's  figure,  the  only  two  other  common  causes  of  death  were  cancer 
1 5 and  respiratory  disease  7,  This  very  very  high  predominance  of  heart 
disease  of  one  type  or  another  fully  confirms  the  supposition  about  the 
number  of  old  people  in  the  population  which  has  been  drawn  from  the  com- 
parability factor  0,58,

13*  Deaths  end  the  Death  Rate. 


Again  there  has  been  a moderate  increase  In  the  total  number  of 
deaths  compared  with  the  previous  year,  and  in  this  case  it  has  been 
found  that  the  loath  rate  itself  lias  risen  considerably  after  last 
year*  s very  lew  figure.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  specific  death  rate 
table  that  there  have  been  a.  very  large  increase  in  deaths  from 
respiratory  disease  which  accounts  Largely  for  the  total  increase  in 
deaths.

U.D.C. , Eerricr  R.D.C.  and  Hole ton  Borough  Council), 

In  1956  for  the  first  tine  in  the  United  Kingdom,  a.  vaccine  against 
poliomyelitis  wa s produced  for  public  use.  It  wa s extensively  tested  both 
for  effectiveness  end  for  safety  end  uas  found  to  bo  satisfactory  in  both 
respects. 


It  was  therefore  proposed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  register  the 
names  of  all  children  born  between  1954  end  1 947 > inclusive,  whose  parents 
wished  then  to  be  innunised  against  poliomyelitis,  Tliis  was  d.ono  by  house 
to  house  visiting  by  Health  Visitors  end.  District  Nurses  and  was  extremely 
tine  consuming.  As  a result  of  this  visiting,  out  of  the  total  of  approx- 
imately 7 , 700  in  the  ago  group  the  names  of  1,670,  which  is  about  22/o, 
were  registered..  It  was  thought  at  the  time  that  this  small  percentage  was 
due  somewhat  to  the  adverse  results  which  had  orison  in  America  following 
the  use  of  incompletely  safety  tested  batch  of  vaccine. 


However  a second  chance  was  off  creel  to  the  parents  of  these  children 
who  had.  not  previously  registered  in  1956,  and.  of  this  total  of  approx- 
imately 6,000  only  736  availed,  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  register. 
The  toted  registration  is  therefore  approximately  1 in  3 of  all  children 
in  this  ago  group.  During  tho  year  vaccine  was  offered  to  children  bom 
in  November  in  the  years  1947  to  1954  and.  in  Kerch  in  the  years  1951  to

In  Kerrier  2 out  of  2 skin- test-negative  contacts  accepted  vaccination, 
raid  in  Helston  all  5 such  contacts  consented  to  he  vaccinated. 


This  vaccination  of  contacts  is  an  important  part  of  control  of  the 
disease  as  by  this  means  we  arc  able  to  prevent  relatives  and  friends  of 
known  cases  from  remaining  susceptible  to  the  disee,so.  This  tends  to 
restrict  the  number  of  people  who  con  be  infected  by  the  disease  and 
gradually  builds  up  .a  wall  of  immunity  around  each,  patient,  thereby  saving 
others  and  at  the  same  tine  making  the  patient  loss  likely  to  worry  .about 
any  possible  danger  to  friends  and  relations. 

A further  part  is  played  by  B.C.G.  vaccination  in  the  protection  of 
susceptible  children  before  they  leave  school.  (The  figures  for  tills  are 
found  in  the  next  set  of  tables).

The  year  under  review  has  been  one  of  continued  activity,  with  an  increase 
in  the  field  of  housing  and  food  premises. 

Slum  Clearance  has  continued  slowly  hut  surely,  with  two  areas  being  made 
and  one  Order  confirmed  with  the  Clearance  of  this  and  one  other  site  relating 
to  an  Order  made  last  year.  Negotiations  have  been  completed  for  the  purchase 
of  the  site  of  the  other  area  and  wo  are  awaiting  the  Minister's  sanction. 

The  Council  has  accepted  undertakings  from  owners  in  respect  of  four  dwellings 
which  were  found  to  be  unfit  but  impracticable  to  demolish.  Generally. speaking 
the  condition  of  houses  continues  to  deteriorate  and  we  await  the  introduction 
of  the  Bent  Act  to  see  what  improvements  will  be  brought  about  by  the  guarantee 
of  financial  rewards  for  repaired  and  improved  properties. 

Meat  inspection  has  taken  an  enormous  amount  of  time  and  whilst  every 
endeavour  is  made  to  inspect  all  carcases  this  has  proved  to  be  impossible  by 
the  increased  numbers  of  animals  slaughtered  due  to  greater  exportation  of  meat. 

Food  premises  have  been  kept  under  constant  review  and  it  is  encouraging 
to  see  the  improvements  brought  about  by  informal  action  and  co-operation  of  the 
traders. 

Work  in  connection  with  rodent  control  has  increased  this  year  and  it  is 
encouraging  to  find  a greater  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  householder  to 
disclose  the  presence  of  rats. 

The  routine  work  of  the  department  has  continued  and  whilst  unspectacular 
the  benefits  will  be  felt  over  a long  period. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  hard  work  as 
an  enormous  amount  of  overtime  has  been  worked  in  order  to  achieve  those  results. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Borough  of  Holston  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  Helston 
& Porthleven  Water  Company.  All  water  is  sterilized  by  automatic  chlorination 
before  entering  the  mains.  The  sources  of  supply  are  s- 

(1)  Tregathenan  - a 3>000,000  gallon  impounding  reservoir  fed  from  the 
catchment  area  by  springs  tc.  The  water  is  30ft  and  wholesome,  and  largely 
free  from  dissolved  organic  matter.  The  mains  of  Helston  & Porthleven  are 
fed  from  this  source. 

(2)  River  Cober,  Wendron  - water  is  taken  from  a branch  into  the  river 
and  pumper1  to  the  modern  plant  at  Three  Cross,  where  it  is  subjected  to  high 
pressure  filtration  and  sterilization  before  being  pumped  into  the  mains  that 
supply  the  higher  levels  of  Helston. 

(3)  A supplementary  source  of  supply  is  from  old  mine  adits  at  Trelissick. 
This  water  is  slightly  hard  in  character  and  is  used  to  "top  up"  the  reservoir  at 
Tregathenan  when  rainfall  is  low.  It  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  pumping.

SEWERAGE 


Helston  Ward 

Sewage  from  the  higher  levels  of  the  town  is  carried  to  the  disposal  plant 
by  gravity. 

During  1956  work  was  started  on  a new  15"  relief  sewer,  from  Coinagehall 
Street  through  the  new  Ministry  of  Supply  Housing  Estate  to  the  Sewage  Works. 

When  completed  this  relief  sewer  will  drain  almost  the  whole  of  the  higher  part 
of  the  town,  relieving  the  sewers  in  the  low-rlying  parts  which  are  at  present 
grossly  overloaded.  The  construction  of  the  new  sewer  will  also  cater  for  future 
building  development. 
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The  sewage  disposal  works  are  of  modern  design  and  after  primary  filtration, 
settlement  and  aeration,  the  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River  Cober. 

Samples  of  the  effluent  taken  by  the  Cornwall  River  Board  were  not  satisfactory, 
and  the  Pollution  Prevention  Officer  reported  this  was  undoubtedly  due  to  the  large 
amount  of  blood  passing  into  the  sewers  from  the  slaughterhouse . Action  was  init- 
iated to  secure  the  provision  of  a suitable  interceptor  at  the  slaughterhouse  to 
take  out  the  bulk  of  the  blood  from  the  sewers. 

Porthleven  Ward 

The  sewerage  system  here  is  by  outfalls  to  the  sea. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

During  the  year  a survey  of  food  premises  was  undertaken  following  the 
coming  into  operation  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955*  Good  results 
have  been  obtained  in  raising  the  standards  of  hygiene.  The  survey  included  the 
inspection  of  school  canteens.  Excellent  co-operation  has  been  forthcoming  from 
the  Cornwall  Education  Authority  who  implemented  the  recommendations  made  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector.

HOUSING 

The  Council’s  programme  of  new  "building  has  eased  off,  not  because  of 
lack  of  need  but  due  to  a changed  policy  of  subsidy  and  to  increased  costs. 
This  perhaps  is  the  most  frustrating  part  of  the  years  work,  knowing  that 
many  families  are  sharing  accommodation,  and  many  are  occupying  sub-standard 
properties,  and  yet  only  being  able  to  touch  the  fringe  of  this  problem.

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With  increased  costs  of  repairs  and  “building  works , many  owners  are 
finding  it  impossible  to  maintain  their  properties  with  a consequent  result 
that  we  can  see  properties  falling  into  such  a state  of  disrepair  that  it  is 
possible  to  foresee  future  clearance  areas,  which,  except  for  cost,  could  he 
saved*  Also  many  would-be  owner  - occupiers  dare  not  make  the  initial  step 
towards  owning  their  own  house.  A noticeable  drop  in  applications  for  im- 
provement grants  has  been  seen  this  yean,  due  undoubtedly  to  this  constant 
rise  in  costs.
